At 19 years (and a handful 

of days) old, Langwarrin midfield- 
er Thomas Ahmadzai is one of the 
brightest prospects on the local scene 
and his coach Gus Macleod thinks 
that the teenager will only get better. 
“We first had a good look at 

young Thomas in a practice match 
late last year against Green Gully up 
at the Gully,” said Macleod. “You saw 
straight away that the boy had no trou- 
ble mixing it with Muscat, Vassallo, 
Vargas and the likes and the fact that 
he didn’t look out of place there was 
enough to convince me to sign him. 
“T think this lad has a big, big 

future and I can only see him getting 
better. It’s a massive jump coming from 
the Provisional League to our league but 
he’s come into our side and commanded 
a starting spot virtually straight away.” 
And Macleod has a great track 

record of being an astute judge of a 
youngster’s potential. Some years back 
he had no qualms about giving a raw 
kid called Grella his first senior game. 
It was when Springvale City played in 
the upper echelons of Victorian foot- 
ball and Grella was just 15 at the time, 
a record for a Premier League debutant. 
Macleod, in his ninth straight 

season as Langwarrin senior coach 
and cheekily referred to by some as 
the Kevin Sheedy of the sport (even 
though Macleod is a Blues fan, some- 
thing he rarely admits nowadays), first 
was alerted to Ahmadzai’s potential 
by former Frankston Pines, Morwell 
Falcons and Langwarrin goalkeeper 
Jason Dastey, player-coach of Provi- 
sional League outfit Warragul United. 
“Jason told me that Thomas should

be playing in the Premier League. 
That’s a big call but Jason’s 
been around and knows what he’s talk- 
ing about and really, the results speak 
for themselves,’ Macleod added. 
Watching Ahmadzai play, you’d never 
guess that he’s a shy, introverted young 
man. He’s a bundle of energy dur- 
ing matches, a box-to-box midfielder 
who always finds that something extra 
when the going gets tough, especial- 
ly during the last third of the contest. 
With more composure and ex- 
perience he’ll start to exert an even 
greater influence on the outcome and 
many good judges at Langwarrin expect 
him to figure prominently in the club’s 
push for promotion to Premier League. 
He wasn’t that keen on do- 
ing this interview but when we finally 
tracked him down to his day job as a 
shop assistant with a World of Soccer 
franchise in his home town of Warra- 
gul, he finally consented to talk to us. 
And once you start learning about 
Ahmadzai’s résumé you are struck 
by the fact that this young man has 
been on the radar for some time. 
A place in an Australian school- 
boys tour of Britain attests to that fact. 
“Yeah, I tried out for the Victorian 
schoolboys back in 2005 and I got into 
the team. We played in the national cham- 
pionships in Cairns that year. Then they 
picked an Australian schoolboys side 
from the championships and I got into 
the squad. I was rapt,” said Ahmadzai. 
“We were in the UK for about a month. 
We played over a dozen games. Some 
of them were like internationals against 
the English and Irish schoolboys and 
we also played against Rangers’ youth 
team and Everton’s youth team.” 
Ahmadzai’s dad is an Afghan, 
so the teenager belongs to a very select 
group of players of Afghan background 
playing at this level of Victorian foot-

ball. When he was about seven years old 
his dad introduced him to junior foot- 
ball with Warragul United and he stayed 
there until he was 14 when his quest 
to improve himself took him to Knox 
City’s under-15 Super League side. He 
played there for a season then spent 
part of the 2004 season with Bentle- 
igh Greens’ Premier League reserves 
in the under-21 competition. His desire 
for senior football took him to Mor- 
well, then in South-East Division Two, 
for the back half of the 2004 season. 

At the tender age of 16 he ce- 
mented his place in the senior side the 
following year which climaxed with 
his Australian schoolboys experience. 
But season 2006 was one heck of a reality 
check for the youngster who had serious- 
ly damaged ankle ligaments during his 
late 2005 UK sojourn. He missed the first 
half of the season as he recuperated and 
rejoined Warragul United for the second 
half of 2006 but the step down in stan- 
dard did little to diminish his ambition. 

“T need to play at the highest 
level I can. It’s just the way I think,” 
said Ahmadzai. “I’ve signed for Lang- 
warrin until the end of the year and 
then I’m a free agent but I can tell you 
that I absolutely love it down there.” 
You'd like to think so given that the 
teenager drives himself to training and 
to many matchdays from Warragul. 

“If Langwarrin doesn’t get pro- 
moted this season and I get an offer from 
a Premier League club I’d have to re- 


ally consider it, but I can tell you that 
if Langwarrin gets promoted I’m sure 
that Pll stay. It’s a really good club. 
We’ve got a good coach who is really 
good with the boys and knows how to 
get the best out of them and there’s no 
political stuff down there. We’ve got a 
few problems on the park in terms of 
creating chances but if we can sort them 
out then we’ll do okay. We’re midtable 
right now and to be honest, getting pro- 
moted is going to be hard work, but the 
possibility is there and we’ve got a re- 
ally good bunch of boys at the club.” 

Ahmadzai might have a little 
bit of help in his aim of playing Pre- 
mier League football with Langwarrin 
next season. Last week the Lawton Park 
outfit re-signed last year’s Division One 
top scorer Caleb Nicholes, fighting off 
overtures from local rivals Cranbourne 
and Dandenong Thunder. 

Nicholes had been released from 
Premier League cellar dweller Springvale 
White Eagles the previous week. Lang- 
warrin also has signed left winger Barry 
Tulloch who will arrive from Scottish 
club Rob Roy at the end of this month. 

Maybe the shy lad from War- 
ragul will be able to let his hair down 
at season’s end as he shares with Lang- 
watrin supporters what would be the 
realisation of a cherished ambition.

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WHITE EAGLES IN TURMOIL 


The 2007 Foxtel Cup season for Springvale 
White Eagles plunged into further turmoil 
during the week when club President 
Charlie Stojanovic, handed his resignation 
to the board shortly after the 0-4 defeat by 
the Fawkner Blues last weekend. 

The club was then rocked by a 
double whammy with the news that coach, 
Leon Gardikiotis, would immediately follow 
suite by serving notice and also ending his 
brief association with the club. Gardikiotis 
had been in charge of the team for four 
games and is the second coach to leave the 
head coaching post at the White Eagles 
this season, after Zoran Trajcevski had also 
departed from the club after Round 11. 


Gardikiotis cited that he was 
left with no alternative but to hand in 
his resignation after being informed that 
Stojanovic had decided it was best to step 
aside from the job at hand. Gardikiotis, 
originally a Sydneysider, had answered the 
SOS call from Stojanovic and obliged to 
move to Melbourne in an attempt to resurrect 
the White Eagles’ disappointing start to the 
season. A successful business man in the 
construction industry, Stojanovic had been 
the main provider of funds to the club, 
but since his departure from the club there 
appears no immediate guarantee that player 
wages and staff wages can now be met. 

Speaking from his home in Sydney, 
Gardikiotis told Goal! Weekly, “The man was 
fighting a huge battle and he informed me to

State League Division One front-runner 
Coburg United dropped a bombshell in the 
league during the week, when it dismissed 
its Head Coach, Andy O’Dell. 

The ambitious outfit, with an eye 
firmly on the Victorian Premier League for 
next season, has been setting the early pace in 
2007 along with St Albans Saints. However, 
in recent weeks the club succumbed to three 
successive defeats and slipped to third — one 
place outside an automatic promotion spot. 

O’Dell said, “After winning six 
games, one draw and losing three games, 
they’ve made a decision to sack me. 
Basically, it just sums up the character of 
the club. They could have done the sensible 
thing and shown some stability and kept me, 
but they’ve panicked and made a ridiculous 
decision by taking the easy way out.” 

A disappointed O’ Dell continued to 
add, “Any other club, anywhere else in the 
world, with that type of start to the season, 
would have been delighted with what we had 
achieved so far, but over here, a decision like 
that makes us all look like a pub league.” 

I honestly hope for the team’s sake the club 


attend the club for a meeting on Tuesday at 
the club. After an hour and a half of talks he 
emerged from the meeting and announced 
that he was resigning. It left me with no 
alternative but to do the same.” 

It appears that the President had lost the 
support of the committee but wanted 
Gardikiotis to stay on. 

Gardikiotis added, “It’s an 
unfortunate situation because I felt we 
had a humungous amount of injuries and 
suspensions, and I could never put my best 
eleven players out on the park. Once I found 
out that Charlie would not be there, it left 
me no alternative but to pack my bags and 
return to Sydney. I would love to come back 
to the Victorian Premier League under the 
right environment and circumstances, but 
I feel anyone in my situation would have 
probably done the same thing. When there is 
no guarantee of income, I felt I was left with 
my back against a brick wall.” 

In the meantime, first team duties 
have now been taken over by Vlado Zoric 
and club secretary Nada Visic. 

Asked what her thoughts were on 
the latest saga to affect the White Eagles, 
Visic said, “It’s somewhat disappointing that 
it’s turned into this. I think we’ve all worked 
really hard to get to the top, but ultimately 
it’s down to the community to decide if they 
want to have a soccer team in the Premier 
League, or in fact, a soccer team full stop. We 
have to carry on as normal for the next two 
games and then we’ve got the club’s AGM 
on July Ist. The people of Keysborough, 
Springvale and Dandenong will have to 
decide if they want to assist with the club’s 
existence. Our main concern is to try and 
finish the season, and then try and build for 
next season. Obviously it’s very unsettling 
and it’s not good for anyone. It’s been a hard 
year and we need to stick together. We need 
to find a leader, but financing is the major

problem.” 

Asked how the club will cope with 
ongoing overheads, Visic said, “Up until 
now all our expenses are up to date and 
Charlie made sure of that - which the club 
is grateful for. In the meantime we’ll have 
to rely on gate takings while we seek further 
sponsorship.” 

Meanwhile, the search has already 
begun in earnest to find a suitable candidate 
to take on the role of head coach, although 
Visic doubts any decision will be made until 
the AGM has been held. 

Springvale White Eagles currently 
lies in last position in the Foxtel Cup 
standings with 5 points and 3 games adrift of 
its nearest competitor. With the competition 
officially over the half way point of the 
season, a massive task now awaits the next 
person to step into the shoes of the club’s 
predecessors and attempt to salvage a season 
that appears in tatters.

gets promoted, but I’m not going to hide 
how upset I’m feeling at the moment. I’ve 
had so many people ring me to express 
how disgusted they feel about the decision 
after they heard the news. I’m absolutely 
speechless and it just makes you feel like 
packing it in. I know I won’t, but right now 
I hope you can understand how I feel at the 
moment.” 

According to the Coburg United’s 
team manager, Hakan Bogan, the decision 
had nothing to do with three losses in a row. 
“T think the coaching style and playing style 
did not suite us. We’ve got quality players 
at the club, who are ball players, and we’re 
a ball playing team. The way the previous 
coach wanted to play practically took our 
players out of the game. We want to promote 
one brand of football right through the club 
- from the juniors all the way to the top, and 
that’s playing ball.” 

Bogan went on to say, “It just 
wasn’t for us, and the change had to be 
made. Unfortunately, it was three losses in 
a row, but the change had to be made. It got 
to a point where the players lost it for the 


coach, and you’re not going to get results.” 
Former Sunshine Georgies coach, 
Joe “Pepe” Montemurro has since been 
appointed as the replacement coach and took 
his first game in charge in the 3-0 victory on 
Saturday against North Geelong Warriors. 
Meanwhile, as the coaching carousel 
in the Victorian leagues continue, a number 
of clubs have wasted no time in contacting 
O’Dell regarding his availability. He stated 
he was in no particular hurry to return to the 
coaching game just yet and would prefer to 
reflect on the previous week’s incident before 
making any commitments elsewhere.

VICTORY HAMMERS MAKESHIFT SOUTH 


Over 7500 pack Bob Jane shed Pre-season Friendly 


Melbourne Victory have proved their 
class against South Melbourne on a chilly 
Wednesday night at Bob Jane Stadium, 
outplaying a depeleted South lineup to 
record a comprehensive 5-1 result. 

With the defending Victorian Premier 
League champions missing the likes of former 
‘A-Leaguers’ Ricky Diaco and Fernando De 
Moraes, the national champions cruised to 
victory in an entertaining match in front of an 
impressive crowd of around 7500. 

The significance of the night — built 
up by mainstream media as a clash between 
‘old soccer’ and ‘new football’ — was not 
lost on the fans, who turned out in droves to 
witness a friendly match between two sides 
who may one day be facing off in an expanded 
A-League. 

The match itself was one sided from 
the outset, and Victory took the lead as early 
as the 11th minute; Adrian Caceres showing 
pace to take the ball past two stagnant South 
defenders, before calmly slotting the ball past 
Mitchell Langerak. 

Socceroo Archie Thompson doubled 
the advantage after thirty-three minutes, a 
deflected cross from Danny Allsopp fell kindly 
for Thompson, who calmly placed the ball in 
the back of the net off the inside of the right 
post. 


Five minutes later, and somewhat against 
the run of play, Nathan Caldwell pulled one 
back for the hosts, capitalising on some slack 
defending from the Victory to tap in from 
point-blank range. 

As a pulsating first half of football 
drew toaclose, hundreds of fansremained in line 
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outside the ground, the bumper crowd unable 
to be processed by security as quickly as they 
would have wished. Although entertaining, 
the standard of football was average, as a very 
rusty Melbourne side played all over a South 
Melbourne side more concerned with their 
upcoming weekend fixture. Nevertheless, 
there was something not quite tangible in the 
air which made for a fascinating contest. 

Thompson opened the second half in 
style, scoring a world-class goal in the 52nd 
minute. His brilliant solo run took the ball from 
the centre line, he dribbled three South players 
before rounding the keeper and sending the 
visiting fans into ecstasy. Seconds later, South 
midfielder Andy Bourakis was prone on the 
ground, apparently knocked down by a flare 
thrown onto the field. As the referee consulted 
police before making the decision to continue, 
Bourakis was given the all clear from medical 
staff. The 21 year old, playing his first game 
following a long injury lay-off, was quick to 
play down the incident post-match. ‘There 
was nothing in it.. it made some contact but 
there was no intent there. No harm done. It 
was just a great atmosphere.’ 

Despite the focus shifting slightly 
away from the game as police sought to eject 
the handful of supporters who were threatening 
to ruin the evening for the overwhelmingly 
well-behaved crowd, the Victory players 
continued to control the tempo of the match. 
Allsopp buried the home side in the 60th 
minute in somewhat bizarre fashion; his initial 
strike was blocked by Langerak but rebounded 
straight into the striker’s path - Allsopp having 
the presence of mind to loop his reflex header 
over the helpless keeper.

South Melbourne coach John 
Anastasiadis was quick to play down the 
scoreline: ‘[5-1] doesn’t mean anything.

PSYCHO’S PENALTY HEART BREAK 


There was controversy last week as 
England was once again knocked out 
of a tournament by a penalty shoot out. 
This time it was in the semi-finals of the 
European Under-21 championships in 
Holland. They were beaten 13-12 by 
the hosts, after each team had taken 
16 spot-kicks in what was the longest 
penalty shoot-out in Uefa history. 


The controversy surrounded the actions 
of the Dutch coach who marched on to 
the pitch to insist the injured English 
defender Steven Taylor to take part in 
the shoot-out (England finished the game 
with only nine fit players). Taylor in fact 
scored, but this didn’t save England 
from elimination, after misses from 
Justin Hoyte, Nigel Reo-Coker, Matt 
Derbyshire and Anton Ferdinand. 


The U21 manager Stuart Pearce is 
familiar with penalty heartbreaks as he 
had missed a penalty in semi-finals of 
the 1990 World Cup — and scored twice 
during — two shoot outs during Euro 96. 
He said it was worse watching a shoot-out 
than taking part, but described the match 
as his proudest moment in football. 

At least the U21s managed to score 12 
penalties. We are used to seeing England 
buckle during the first five shots. Pearce 
had prepared the team well, with video 
workshops and extensive training which 
included a practice shoot-out in their 
last warm-up game against Slovakia. 
‘Psycho’ Pearce is now likely to be given 
the manager’s job as a permanent full- 
time position. 

By England standards, reaching the 
semi-finals sounds like a crowning 
achievement. But let’s not get too carried 
away. They drew 0-0 against the Czech 


Republic U21, drew 2-2 against Italy 
U21 and beat Serbia U21 2-0. In the three 
games they have never looked dominant 
or convincing and reached the last four 
by only winning one game. It sounds 
just like a typical one win tournament 
wonder by the senior team. 


So what is the U21 competition about 
anyway and do they really represent the 
best U21s that England has to offer? The 
answer has to be ‘no’. Firstly the team is 
made up of players aged 21 or under at 
the start of a two-year European Under- 
21 Football Championship campaign, 
so players can be, and often are, up to 
23 years old. Secondly, England’s best 
young player Wayne Rooney, who was 
born in 1985 and is eligible to play for 
the U-2ls, has never played for the 
U21s, as he’s good enough to play for 
the senior squad. Following the 2006 
World Cup, Stewart Downing and Aaron 
Lennon now also seem to have graduated 
to the senior side. In fact, Michael Owen 
only played for the U21 team once. If the 
player is that good, then he is quickly 
promoted by the England manager. With 
a few honourable exceptions, the more 
caps a player wins at U21 level, the less 
chance they have of prospering for the 
full England team. 


In England, less than 40% of Premiership 
players are home grown, where 15 years 
ago 80% were British. The bulk of first- 
team regulars are bought from foreign 
clubs because they are cheaper than 
the British alternatives. Their positions 
within the Premiership are at a huge 
cost to the national U21 side, which is 
composed of Premiership reserves and 
mid-table mediocrities. 
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Check in. Unpack. 
Relax. Take a shower. 
No more 5-a-sides. 


A new - and altogether different - football manager! 


Therefore, England’s young talent does 
not compete at the highest level. 

Only three members of the U21 squad 
play for the big four, and then only 
just. Scott Carson was loaned out by 
Liverpool to Charlton last season, 
Kieran Richardson is probably already 
on Manchester United’s transfer list and 
Justin Hoyte is just an Arsenal back- 
up. Chelsea has not brought a player 
through the youth system since John 
Terry. Liverpool has not unearthed 
anyone worth mentioning since Jamie 
Carragher and Steven Gerrard. Alex

Ferguson had great success with home- 
grown players in the 90s, but now seeks 
youth from Portugal, as does Arséne 
Wenger with young French talent. 


However, we can’t blame our English 
failings entirely on the foreign invasion. 
15 years ago England still didn’t win 
anything at major tournaments. So, I 
guess this means that the only difference 
between the England senior squad and 
the England U21s is that it takes them 
a little longer to get knocked out of a 
tournament by penalties!
